No; let us not believe that the taste for the 
national drama, of all things, has declined. Let 
us rather turn to those authors who delight us with 
a succession of light plays, no matter in how few 
acts they are writren. His size is not the proper 
measure ot aman; let not the number of its acts 
be considered the due standard of a play ; judge it 
by its contents; and rather cultivate to its highest 
capabilities that which we have, than suffer it to 
run riot under our neglect, while with a vain 
endeavour we are urging the world’s return to a 
system which, for the present at least, has served

In another part of our paper will be found the 
reasons which have led to this conclusion. Tere 
we would urge some strong expression of public 
opinion in favour of a commutation of the extreme 
sentence which is meant, ere long, to be carried 
into execution, 


Lieutenant Munro, who, the day before Hunt’s 
conviction, was found guilty of the murder of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Faweett in a duel, is al- 
lowed to expiate his offence by twelve months’ 
imprisonment. ‘There was nothing said upon his 
trial to show that he was a person of unsettled 
reason. On the contrary, the highest testimony 
which could be brought into a witness-box went 
to prove that his faculties were unusually clear 
and intelligent. As to Hunt, many witnesses, 
medical ones amongst others, gave it as their opi-

after the secession, by death or otherwise, of Mar- 
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shal Soult, of conferring its modern equivalent on 
one of the French princes. 

Colonel Gurrea, the secretary and intimate friend 
of Espartero, has, since our last number, arrived 
in Madrid, and presented a letter from his general 
to her Majesty, who received him and his commu- 
nication graciously. Colonel Gurrea was also ad- 
mitted to the Council, for the purpose of present- 
ing them a letter from Espartero, couched in 
nearly the same terms as that to her Majesty. On 
his entrance into the Council Chamber, the whole 
of the Ministers, except the Minister at War, who 
was not present, stood up and embraced him one 
by one, after the Spanish fashion. The duke’s 
letter being read, congratulations were offered to 
the colonel on his restoration to his country, and 
one or two of the Ministers went so far as to com- 
pliment him on the unshaken fidelity he had pre- 
served to his former chief, Since his arrival, his 
house has been crowded with visitors anxious to 
show their regard for the man who was proud 
enough to make his own hands minister to his 
daily sustenance in a foreign country, and was too 
noble either to submit to eat the bread of idleness, 
or augment the burdens of him for whom he 
became anexile, By the last accounts from Madrid 
we learn that a commercial treaty had been con- 
cluded betwixt M. Salamanca and Mr. Bulwer, 
but had failed to receive the sanction of our 
Government, 


The Augsburg Gazette of the 24th of September 
publishes a letter, dated Turin, Sept. 20 :— 


“The Pope has written an autograph letter to the 
Emperor of Austria, and another to the Empress, in 
order to induce a friendly termination of the differences 
respecting Ferrara. It was expected at Rome that the 
Pope’s letters would accomplish their object, the more 
particularly as the Count de Lutzow had declared him- 
self favourable to the Pope’s views. It was suggested 
to place Prussian troops on guard at the gates of 
Ferrara, in place of Austrians. It was hoped that the 
Austrian Government would accept the compromise 
offered,” 


The Augsburg Gazette of the same date contains 
a letter dated Vienna, the 2lst ult., which 
announces that the affairs of Ferrara had assumed 
a favourable turn. M. Dusedam, the Prussian 
Ambassador at the Court of Rome, who ac- 
companied the King during his journey in Italy, 
had arrived at Vienna, bringing with him an auto- 
graph letter from the King of Prussia. He proposed 
to return to Rome in a few days. 


Arrivals from America bring intelligence of a 
battle fought betwixt the Americans and Mexicans 
at Charbuses, in which the latter were defeated. 
We subjoin the official account :— 


Washington, Sept. 14, 1847. 
‘Despatches for the Goverment have this moment 
been received. The intelligence heretofore received 
is fully confirmed, 


“On the 28th ult. the American forces, consisting of 
7000 men, met the enemy at Charbuses, three or four 
miles from the capital. The Mexicans were 32,000 
strong, and posted behind an immense battery of 
heavy artillery. After two hours’ bloody conflict, our 
gallant troops swept everything before them, mainly 
at the point of the bayonet, 

“The American loss was less than 1000, while that 
of the Mexicans is estimated at 5000; and amongst 
the killed are many distinguished men, both generals 
and civilians. 

“The armistice was agreed upon, and five com- 
missioners appointed on the Mexican side, at the head 
of whom was Herrera. The commissioners had two 
meetings, and were to hold a third on Monday, 
the 30th. 

Valencia escaped with two companies to Falluca, 
and has since pronounced against Santa Anna and 
peace.” ey ee

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IVORY NUT PALM. 
PHYTELEPHAS MACROCARPA. 


Sir W. J. Hooker, the able director of the Royal 
Gardens of Kew, has kindly favoured us with the 
following description of the Ivory Nut Palm :— 


rious phenomenon, Sown in a pot, it soon sends 
fourth a stout fibre, about as big as the quill of a 
writing-pen, which elongates in two directions, 
sending the seed completely out of the pot (three or 
four inches) by its upward elongation, and from 
the bottom of the pot, at the other extremity, the 


“Beautiful young plants of this rare and little- 
known palm are now growing vigorously in the 


stoves of the Royal Gardens of Kew, sent home by 
their botanical collector, Mr. Purdie, from the 
banks of the Magdalena, New Grenada, where 
alone it has been found. The seeds are become a 
valuable article of commerce on account of the 
uses to which they are applied as a substitute for 
ivory. ‘Till lately, all that was known of the pro- 
perty and uses of this palm was that recorded by 
the Spanish botanists Ruiz and Pavyon :— The 
Indians cover their cottages with the beautiful 
leaves. The fruit at first contains a clear and in- 
sipid fluid with which travellers allay their thirst ; 
afterwards this same liquor becomes milky and 
sweet, and it changes its taste by degrees as it ac- 
quires solidity, till at last it is almost as hard as 
ivory. From the kernels the Indians fashion the 
knobs of walking-sticks, 
little toys, which are whiter than ivory and as 
hard, provided they are not put under water, but 
if they are they become white and hard again 
when dried. Bears devour the young fruit with 
avidity.’ 

“Two peculiarities distinguish this from other 
palms, independent of the nature of the seed. _ It 
forms no stem, but the leaves, 20 feet long, spring 
directly from the ground (or what may be con- 
sidered a short root-stock), as seen in our figure, 
taken from a drawing made on the Magdalena by Mr. 
Marks, her Majesty’s Consul at St. Martha; and the 
fertile flowers coalesce, so that the fruit is large 
and compound (in shape, but in shape only, some- 
thing like a pineapple), and contains several seeds 
about as large as a golden pippin; and these, when 
well ripened, are almost entirely a mass of albumen, 
which is the ivory-like substance that gives name 
to the palm, and renders the seed an object of com- 
merce, In germination the seeds exhibits a cu-

It becomes a 
kind of milk, passes through the fibre 
and nourishes the young palm with 
food convenient for it, till the latter 
is capable of deriving nutriment from 
the soil.

From the report it appeared that, since its 
institution in 1828, the number of patients who have 
been relieved amounted to 230,000 without letters of 
recommendation, destitution and disease only being 
requisite. Hundreds of patients daily crowd for ad- 
mission, numbers of whom are obliged to be rejected 
for want of adequate funds. 


Recovery or £40,000.—Considerable excitement 
revailed in the City on Saturday last, on its being 
nown that the whole of the notes—of which the 

numbers were made public—to the amount of £40,000, 
stolen from Messrs. Rogers, Towgood, and Co., above 
two years ago, had that day been paid into the Bank 
of England, In what manner the property was deli- 
vered has not transpired, and a great deal of mystery 
still envelops the transaction. 


EXTENSIVE RopBeERY AT FLApona’s Horen.— 
On Saturday a robbery to a considerable amount was 
discovered to have taken place at Fladong’s Hotel, 
Oxford-street. It appears that on Friday evening a 
very fashionably-dressed man, between thirty-five and 
forty years of age, and about five feet eight inches 
high, entered the hotel in question, and, after par- 
taking of some refreshment, requested to be accom- 
modated with a bed. He retired to rest at ten o’clock, 
and at an early hour in the morning, upon one of the 
servants going down stairs, he found that the front 
door had been unchained and unlocked, It was as- 
certained on examination that the ‘‘ gentleman’’ who 
had engaged the bed as before alluded to, had made 
his escape, having left behind a small carpet bag, 
containing a few articles of but little, if any, value. 
Other apartments were next searched, and it was 
found that froma box in a sitting-room on the first 
floor had been stolen, eleven bank-notes of £20 each, 
a gold watch, a gold snuff-box, and two foreign notes, 
one of them for 1000 francs, and the other for 600 
francs. The whole of the said property belongs to a 
gentleman named Marsh, who for some days past has 
been staying at the hotel. 


Tue CrickeT STEAM-BOAT INQUEST, AND ESCAPE 
OF THE ENGINEER.— At a late hour on Friday 
se’nnight the jury empanelled to hold an inquest of 
inquiry into the circumstances attending the late 
explosion of the Cricket steam-boat brought their 
tedious labours to a close. The whole of the evidence 
having been gone through, the coroner at great length 
summed up, and the jury, having retired for two hours, 
returned into the inquest-room with the following 
verdict :—‘‘ We find that Thomas Shed, John Little- 
ton, John Blunt, George Shute, and John Buckley 
came by their deaths by an explosion caused on board 
the Cricket, on the o7th day of August last. We also 
find averdict of manslaughter against Henry Haisman, 
the engineer of the Cricket on the day of the explosion. 
We find that Thomas Clarke is highly culpable, and 
not fit to hold his situation ; and we find Mr. Smith, 
one of the proprietors, shamefully neglectful of his 
duty in not properly investigating the complaint made 
against Clarke.” The coroner then issued his warrant 
against Haisman, but on Inspector Marsh proceeding 
to his residence, No. 8, Temple-lane, Fleet-street, it 
was found he had given a false address, and has made 
his escape. The police are in active search for his 
apprehension. 


SvICIDE OF A City Mrercnant.—On Wednesday 
Mr. T. Wakley, M.P., anda highly respectable jury 
assembled in the drawing-room of the house No. 10, 
Tonbridge-place, New-road, to prosecute an inquiry on 
the body of Mr. R. Reynolds, who committed suicide 
under the following melancholy and deplorable circum- 
stances :—The deceased, who was in his 60th year, was 
an extensive wine and general merchant in Mark-lane, 
and was well known in the City. He was a man of 
very regular habits, punctual in all his dealings, and 

reatly esteemed by all who knew him. On Saturday 
ast his wife left town for Bristol, in order to transact 
some private business for him, and arranged to return 
on Monday afternoon ; and, although he had recently 
been considerably depressed, she left him tolerably 
cheerful. He went into the City to business the same 
day, returning at the usual hour, and dined alone, but 
nothing was remarked in his manner that might induce 
a suspicion he contemplated suicide. The following 
evening (Sunday) he drank tea with a friend, with 
whom he had several hours’ conversation, The de- 
ceased, even up this period, seemed perfectly well in 
health, The same night he read prayers to the ser- 
vants, as was his usual custom, and at nine o’clock the 
next morning the servant, on entering his room, saw 
her master suspended to the bed-post by a cord 
fastened tightly round his neck. After much evi- 
dence as to the state of deceased’s mind, in which it 
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was clearly shown that he was labouring under mental 
aberration, the coroner remarked on the lamentable 
nature of the case, and the jury recorded a verdict of 
“‘ Temporary insanity.” 

Fase RumMour.—The Globe of Tuesday evening 
has the following :—‘‘ We are sorry to hear that a 
separation has taken place between the eldest son of 
a duke and his wife, who is also the daughter of one 
moving in the highest classes of the nobility.”” We 
can confidently state that there is no word of truth in 
the above statement.— Post. 


SILVER MEDAL TO CAPTAIN CaAmMp.—At a general 
meeting of the members of Lloyd’s it was agreed that 
the honorary silver medal be awarded to Captain Don 
Bernardino Camp, of the Spanish brig Emilio, to 
mark the sense entertained of his noble and disin- 
terested conduct in rescuing, at great personal risk, 
from the Alacrane Reef, the survivors of the crew and 
passengers, seventy-one in number, of the Tweed 
steam-packet, wrecked. 


Serious ACCIDENT FROM FIREARMS.—Tuesday 
afternoon some youths were out sparrow shooting in 
Battersea-fields, when, in passing through the hedge, 
the gun belonging to William Sampson, of College- 
street, Lambeth, exploded, the entire contents lodging 
in the body of a lad named John Winch, son of Mr. 
Winch, Lambeth-walk. The boy instantly fell, and 
was removed into the Wandsworth-road, but is not 
expected to reeover. 

New Mope.t Prison.— The New Model Prison, 
Clerkenwell, named the Middlesex House of Detention, 
is ready to receive all prisoners for trial charged with 
offences in the county of Middlesex, as also persons 
remanded for a further examination to this prison. 
For the future the Westminster Bridewell, Tothill- 
fields, will be exclusively used as a House of Correction. 
This model prison contains 1000 separate cells, chapel, 
exercise-ground, and gratings for the reception of 
visitors, being constructed on the solitary system, to 
prevent the moral contamination, and the consequent 
evil inflicted on society, from the promiscuous inter- 
course of the hardened offenders with those compara- 
tively uninitiated in crime. 


RemMovaL or ONe Hunprep Anp THIRTY Con- 
vicrs.—In consequence of the crowded state of New- 
gate, one hundred and thirty convicts have been 
removed during the session to the Millbank Peniten- 
nerys as a temporary domicile, preparatory to the 
final disposal of them by Government. It is not in- 
tended that those for seven years should be sent be- 
yond the sea, but to the different hulks and other 
prisons, where they can be put to beneficial employ- 
ment. Those for above that period will, some of 
them, be drafted to the Model Prison, Pentonville, 
where they will be taught a trade; and, should their 
behaviour be ofa satisfactory nature, some of them 
will be sentto Australia or New Zealand as free con- 
victs, where the Government will provide means to 
place them on a level with the emigrants. 


Aw Erperty Lapy Burnt To Dratu.—A_ few 
days ago a house, No. 17, Lower Seymour-street, 
Portman-square, was discovered to be on fire. The 
most prompt assistance was immediately afforded, 
and, with the aid of a fire-escape, egress was ob- 
tained into the room of the proprietress, Mrs, Pochin, 
when the unfortunate lady was discovered lying on 
the floor much burnt, and ina state of insensibility. 
The conductor of the fire-escape brought her down 
the machine, medical assistance was immediately pro- 
cured, but death shortly terminated her sufferings. 
The deceased was a near relative of Admiral Dundas, 
and was much respected for her amiable qualities. It 
is supposed that the fatal accident was occasioned by 
Mrs. Pochin reading in bed, a practice which is the 
cause of very many of the fires which occur. At the 
inquest Mr. Wakley, the coroner, awarded great 
praise to the manager of the fire-escape for the 
courage and promptness he had displayed. 


DEATH FROM STARVATION.—One of those painful 
events occurred a few days ago, which happen, alas! 
too frequently in the midst of all the wealth of Lon- 
don andits numberless benevolent institutions,namely, 
the death of an individual from absolute want of the 
necessaries of life. It transpired in the evidence 
given before the coroner that the deceased, Miss Ce- 
cilia Maria Watkins, aged 64, was well connected, of 
high intellectual attainments and accomplishments, 
and had been for many years a governess. Latterly 
she was in very destitute circumstances, and occa- 
sionally received trifling assistance from the Go- 
vernesses’ Institution, as well as from her relatives, 
but was frequently without both fire and food. The 
unhappy lady was found dead in her bed, and the ver- 
dict of the jury stated that the deceased died from 
disease of the lungs, accelerated by want of suste- 
nance and attention. The Dean of Chichester at- 
tended the inquest, and contradicted the statement 
recently given, that the unfortunate deceased was a 
relative. 

DETERMINED SUICIDE THROUGH DRINKING.—On 
Sunday evening last a young man, named Henry 
George Hackett, who was formerly a merchant’s clerk, 
committed a desperate act of suicide while labouring 
under intoxication. The deceased was the son of a 
gentleman of fortune, residing at No, 24, Beaumont- 
street, Mile-end, and had for some time given 
much uneasiness to his family and friends in conse- 
quence of his dissipated habits. A short time ago his 
parents made him a present of a considerable sum of 
money to enable him to make a country tour and to 

et ridof his old associates, but instead of quitting 
ondon he commenced a course of intoxication. On 
Sunday afternoon he frequently directed his father’s 
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servant to fetch some brandy, and no sooner was the 
bottle emptied than it was replenished, About six 
o’clock in the evening the deceased ordered the ser- 
vant to fetch more brandy, but his mother forbade her 
doing so, and told the girl to say that she was engaged. 
On communicating the message to the deceased, he 
said, ‘ I’ll soon settle that,” and immediately threw 
up the window of his reom on the third story fronting 
the street, and precipitated himself out. He lingered 
a few hours, and expired from the injuries he had 
received.

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PRESENTIMENT.—A Derby paper mentions that a 
man lately dreamed that his son, a boy seven or eight 
years old, would be killed by falling down a pit, and 
within a few days this dream was fulfilled by the death 
of the child, who fell down a coal-pit on Gresley- 
common, and was killed on the spot.

Tur ELopemMent at Perru.—A youthful member 
of the legal profession, and a partner of a concern that 
carries on a large and respectable business, was un- 


derstood to be on intimate terms with the daughter of 


another gentleman who is also connected with the law, 
and holds, besides, the joint agency of one of our 
wealthiest and most extensive national banks. The 
attention of the young gentleman had not been 
acceptable to the relatives of the lady, however much 
they had found favour with herself; and it is alleged 
that one of them, in particular, had, on more than one 
occasion, given the aspirant to the young lady’s good 
graces to understand as much. Things had been in 
this state for some time, when it was discovered early 
one morning last week that the young couple had 
eloped during the night, and it is understood that at 
present no satisfactory clue as to their whereabouts 
can be established.

The remains 
were interred in the vaults of the convent, the requisite 
permission having been granted and signed by his 
Holiness the Pope. Miss Curran was daughter of the 
celebrated John Philpot Curran, and a near relative to 
the unfortunate young lady whose melancholy and in- 
teresting history is the subject of Washington Irving’s 


pathetic sketch, ‘The Broken Heart,’ and also of 


Moore’s melody, ‘She is far from the Land.” 


NumericaL State or WesLEyIsM.—From the re-

MANCHESTER AGRICULTURAL Soctery’s SHow.—

superior to those of the last two years, though it still 
fell short of what it was anticipated to be ; the attend- 
ance was not very large.

PertH CATHEDRAL.—We hear that it has been 
determined to erect in Perth, in connection with the 
Episcopal Church in Scotland, a cathedral on a grand 
and magnificent scale. ‘The cost of the edifice will 
amount to the enormous sum of £60,000; but, of 
course, only a part of it is to be finished in the mean- 
time, leaving the size and extent to be determined 
according to the ‘‘aggressions” which they hope by 
degrees to effectuate. 


A Destructive FIRE At ILMinsrrr.—On Thurs- 
day week the extensive farmyard of Mr. John Canni- 
cot, of Stebed, near Ilminster, was the scene of a most 
alarming conflagration. Besides the stables, barns, 
stalls, piggeries, wash-house, harness-room with all 
its contents, and gig-house, there were about 300 
bushels of old wheat in bags, upwards of 2000 bushels 
of new wheat in mows, 25 tons of beautiful hay, a rick 
of straw, a mow of wood, chaff-cutter, all the dairy 
utensils, a great part of the household furniture, to- 
gether with a valuable hackney horse, all consumed by 
the devouring element, or otherwise destroyed. The 
loss is estimated at about £2000, and the cause of the 
accident is suspected to be the act of some incendiary. 


Rosrery oF Buus To THER Amount or £4000.— 
On Sunday evening last, as a gentleman of this town 
stopped to listen to one of the out-door preachers, op- 
posite the Custom-house, his pocket-book was taken 
from his pocket. It contained bills to the amount of 
£4000. One of them had only three weeks to run. 
Of course, there is sufficient time to prevent the pay- 
ment of the notes, and the pieces of paper will be of 
little service to the thief.—Liverpool Mercury. 


AMERICAN EMIGRANTs,—The ship Julius Cesar, 
from Liverpool, with 471 passengers, is at Grosse 
Isle; had 33 deaths on the passage, and has 60 sick 
on board, it is said, in a miserable state.—The Canada, 
M‘Arthur, from Glasgow, with six cabin and 129 
steerage passengers, is also detained at the quaran- 
tine. She had 12 deaths on the passage, and has 20 
sick of the smallpox.—Montreal Herald, Sept. 2. 
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DeatTus FrRoM Lvucirer-matcues.—A little girl 
four years of age was burnt to death last week, at 
Hemingfield, having set fire to her clothes whilst 
playing with a box of lucifer-matches. The coroner 
at the inquest remarked on the extreme imprudence 
of leaving lucifers in the way of children ; so fertile a 
source of accident had they become, that he had held 
ten inquests within the last fourteen months in cases 


> of death arising from this cause alone. 


ACCIDENTS ON RAILWays ror EIGHTEEN MONTHS. 
—From official documents it appears that from the Ist 
of January, 1846, to the 30th of June last (twenty days 
in the period being twice reckoned), that 255 persons 
were killed by railway accidents, and 258 persons in- 
No accurate record of the number of passen- 
gers has been printed; they have, however, amounted 
to millions, and for the last six months given (January 
to June) the returns of passengers by the various 
companies numbered 23,119,412. 


Lorp Nexson’s Fiac-Lirvrenant.—The lamented 
death of Vice-Admiral Sir Charles Dashwood, K.C.B., 
has at length elevated to his flag an officer in whose 
welfare the country generally feels a warm interest. 
We allude to the officer who, on the 2lst of October, 
1805, hoisted a telegraphic signal—the last ever made 
by the immortal Nelson—which found a response in 
every British heart. That officer was Lieutenant 
John Pasco, and the signal one never to be forgotten 
—‘ England expects everyman will do his duty.” 


Riots 1n LANCASHIRE.—Since Monday last con- 
siderable excitement prevailed at Darwen, a few miles 
from Blackburn, by the apprehension of serious riots 
arising from the conduct of a large body of turn-outs 
from the mills of Messrs. Walsh and Co., at Over 
Darwen, and on Tuesday the information received at 
Blackburn was of so alarming a character, that on the 
requisition of Mr. Eccles Shorrock, magistrate of Dar- 
wen, a detachment of the Ist Royals, stationed at 
Blackburn, was ordered over to that place. At the 
time of the arrival of the military, the town was per- 
fectly quiet, and it is believed the appearance of the 
troops had the desired effect upon the rioters; and, 
after remaining at Darwen four or five hours, the 
troops were marched back to Blackburn by order of 
the magistrates, although a strong body of police was 
still perambulating the streets of the town, 


Tur GAmg Laws.—The premium of twenty guineas 
offered by the East Lothian Anti-Game Law Associa- 
tion for the best essay on the moral, social, and eco- 
nomical effects of the game laws, has been awarded 
by Mr. Bright, M.P., and the other judges, to Mr.

It has now been confirmed in a 
letter of a merchant at Bokhara to his correspondent 
at Cabul. The King struck him on the head himself 
with a small axe, upbraiding him with having insti- 
gated him—the King—to slay Stoddart and Conolly.

SHELLEY'S PLEASURE-BOAT, 


It is a strange coincidence that I should have 
been exposed to the same squall which proved 
fatal to two of my oldest and best friends. I em- 
barked on the 5th day of July with a party with 
whom I was acquainted, on board a merchant 
vessel we had hired at Naples for the voyage to 
Genoa ; during the first two days we had very 
light winds, lying becalmed one whole night off the 
Pontine Marshes, where some of our passengers 
were attacked with malaria, but which, though 
sleeping on deck in my cloak, I escaped. On the 
fourth day, the tail of the siroeco brought us into 
the Gulf of Genoa. That gulf is subject, in the 
summer and autumn, to violent gusts of wind, and 
our captain, an experienced sailor, as the breeze 
died away, foresaw that we should not get into 
port that night. The appearance of the sky was 
very threatening, Over the Apennines, which 
encircle Genoa as with an amphitheatre, hung 
masses On masses up-piled, like those I have seen 
after the explosion of a mine, of dark clouds, which 
seemed to confirm his opinion, The squall at length 
came, the precise time of which I forget, but it was 
in the afternoon; and neither in the Bay of Bis- 
cay, or Bengal, nor between the tropics, nor on 
the line, did I ever witness a severer one; and 
being accompanied by a heavy rain it was the more 
felt.

It has a small square collar turned down, and it 
opens on the bosom with pointed lapels, like those 
of a gentleman’s coat. It is edged all round with 
silk braid of a very beautiful pattern. The trim- 
ming at the bottom, which 1s of greater width 
than that on the other parts, presents the appear- 
ance of a double braid; below it a row of fringe. 
The seams on each side of the cloak 
are covered by a double row of cord, 
The armholes are cut nearly straight ; 
and the sleeves are trimmed with 
braid, cord, and tassels. On each 
front of the cloak are four fancy silk 
buttons, placed very widely apart.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


The articles displayed in the win- 
dows of our metropolitan Magasins 
des Modes already announce the ap- 
proach of winter. Barége, muslin, 
and other light and transparent tissues 
are rapidly giving place to cashmere, 
velvet, satin, and silk; colours as well 
as materials are changing; and the 
bright and delicate tints of summer 
will soon be wholly superseded by the 
more sombre and rich hues of autumn. 

Tartan is very generally worn, The 
fashionable fayour it enjoys at the 
present time is doubtless assignable to 
the fact of its having been frequently 
worn by her Majesty during the re- 
cent royal progress in Scotland. The 
Queen, of course, wears only the royal 
tartan—that of the clan Stuart, which, 
though very beautiful in itself, is 
ulmost too showy for ladies’ dresses. 
This objection suggested, a few years 
ago, the modification of the Stuart 
into the Victoria tartan, by the sub- 
stitution of a white for a scarlet 
ground. By degrees a countless va- 
riety of fancy tartans have been in- 
troduced. Many of them are so ex- 
quisitely pretty that the most devout 
admirer of the orthodox clan tartans 
will scarcely hesitate, on the mere 
question of taste, to accord the pre- 
ference to the new patterns; Ip Jyish 
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poplin (an article very fashionable at present) we 
have recently seen some tartan patterns, combining 
a variety of brilliant colours blended with exquisite 
taste. The woollen plaid shawls, manufactured for 
the coming season, present splendid combinations of 
colour. These shawls, the finest of which are ex- 
ceedingly soft. and pliant, will be much worn for 
useful wraps during the winter. They are now 
made to fold double, like the long cashmere shawls. 
In alluding to cashmeres it is almost superfluous 
to mention that they retain, as they always must 
do, the supremacy over shawls of every description. 
Of the newly-imported French cashmeres, those 
having striped middles are most fashionable. 

Nearly all the bonnets in preparation for the 
ensuing winter are made of two different materials : 
frequently plain velvet or velours epinglé is inter- 
mingled with satin. Sometimes the two materials 
are of different colours, but most frequently in dif- 
ferent shades of the same colour. Feathers, as we 
have mentioned in a former article, will be much 
employed in trimming winter bonnets. Blackcock’s 
feathers, mounted in the style of heron plumes, 
have been introduced, and their effect is very 
elegant. For velvet bonnets the feathers most 
approved are ostrich, either black or in shaded 
colours, and twisted spirally. At the present 
season coloured marabouts are appropriate; but, as 
the season advances, ostrich plumes will no doubt 
predominate. 

Among the novelties in artificial flowers we 
may mention one, the production of which was 
never attempted before the present season. We 
allude to the sunflower, which, though a favourite 
ornament of the garden, has not heretofore been 
considered available as an ornament of dress, 
The skill with which this flower is imitated by 
some of the Parisian fleuristes is truly wonderful ; 
and, when tastefully disposed on a bonnet of dark- 
coloured velvet, its effect is no less beautiful than 
novel. 

The long-exploded fashion of coloured shoes is 
gradually reviving. It is scarcely necessary to 
mention that they are worn only within doors, and, 
indeed, rarely except in full evening dress,

** Blackwood,” of course, comes first, and sets 
out with an ably-written review of Hans Christian 
Andersen’s works, in which the vulgar tendency 
to value foreign importations because they are 
foreign, receives due chastisement. The article 
which has most interested us, however, is ‘The 
Vision of Cagliostro,”’ Joseph Balsamo, commonly 
called Alexander, Count de Cagliostro, was impli- 
cated in the notorious juggle of the diamond neck- 
lace which so much added to the popular hatred 
of the ill-starred Mane Antoinette.

He is then taken to the Isle of Caprez, where he 
beholds in the violent sensuality and subsequent 
utter prostration of the Emperor Tiberius—lying 
‘upon his cushions as impotent as a child, in the 
midst of his diseases and iniquities’’—the “ miseries 
of a debauched appetite.” Next Cagliostro is

The ibex, which frequents the 
highest ridges of the mountainous 
regions throughout Europe and Asia, 
is supposed to be alluded to under 
the title “wild goat,” in that passage 
of Deuteronomy (c. xiv., v. 5) in 
which the animals which it is lawful 
to eat are indicated. The ‘wild ox,’ 
also, is supposed to mean a species of 
antelope. 

Immediately above this illustration 
comes the temple at Edfou, which is 
supposed to be in the style of the 
Egyptian palaces. In the second book 
of Samuel (c. xviii., v. 18) we find 
that Absalom, not having a son to 
keep his name in remembrance, reared 
up a pillar in the king’s dale which he 
called after himself. The pillar, how- 
ever, in existence at this day, and of 
which we give an illustration, is one 
of comparatively modern date, reared 
in the valley of Jehoshaphat.

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CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT, Szrr. 25. 
Thomas M‘Intosh Davidson, charged with the wilful 
murder of Lewis Mountford, at Tottenham, was de- 
clared by the jury to be of unsound mind, and directed 
by the judge to be detained in custody until her Ma- 
jesty’s pleasure was known. The particulars of the 
melancholy case appeared in our last. 


A JURY OF MATRONS. 

Mary Anne Hunt, who was convicted at the August 
session of murdering an old woman named Stowell, 
was next placed at the bar. The unfortunate woman 
appeared to be enduring great mental suffering, and 
was hardly able to support herself while in the dock.— 
Mr. Baron Platt, addressing the prisoner, asked her 
whether she had anything to say in stay of execution 
of her sentence ?—The prisoner, in a faint voice, re- 
plied, ‘I believe that I am in the family way.””—The 
learned judge then said, ‘“‘ Let a jury of matrons be 
empannelled to try whether the prisoner is quick with 
child or not.”’—She was then removed, and, at a later 
period of the day, was again placed at the bar; when 
a jury of twelve matrons was sworn to determine the 
question whether the prisoner was in the condition 
alluded to or not.—Mr. Baron Platt, addressing them, 
said that they were summoned to that court as a jury 
of matrons to perform a very solemn duty, which was 
to ascertain whether the prisoner then standing at the 
bar was big with a quick child or not. They would 
use their best skill to ascertain that fact, and having 
done so it would be their duty to return a verdict upon 
the oath they had taken. If they should think it ne- 
cessary to have the assistance of a surgeon they were 
at liberty to do so.—The jury then retired into the 
gaol with the prisoner, and about half an hour after- 
wards returned into court.—Mr. Streight then inquired 
whether they had agreed upon their verdict, and 
whether they considered the prisoner was quick with 
child or not?—The forematron replied that their ver- 
dict was that she was not.—Mr, Baron Platt: You say 
that she is not quick with child—that she has not a 
living child within her?—Forematron: That is our 
verdict. We are all of that opinion.—Mr. Baron Platt: 
Let the prisoner be removed. The law must take its 


course. 
FORGERY. 
George Hayward, aged 19, a respectable-looking 
young man, described in the calendar as a clerk, was 
charged with forging and uttering a forged order for 
the payment of £140, with intent to detraud Sir R. 
Carr Glyn and others; and Welliam Alexander, a 
outh of 20, was charged with being an accessory. 
The case was found to be one connected with a most 
daring and ingenious system of fraud, by which the 
bankers had been very great sufferers. Alexander was 
acquitted, and Hayward found Guilty.—Sentenced to 

be transported for life. 


GROSS ASSAULT. 

John Clayton, a person of respectable appearance, 
was indicted for assaulting a young girl, named Georgi- 
ana Hoskins, and with an intent to violate her.—Mr, 
Ballantine said there were circumstances connected 
with the case which rendered it impossible for the first 
count to be sustained. As to the second count, the 
prisoner had been guilty of a very serious mistake as 
to the position of Miss Hoskins in society, against 
whose virtue and moral character no investigation 
could avail, for there was not the slightest slur 
on her reputation. He (Mr. Ballantine) ad- 
mitted that the prosecution had been properly 
instituted, but he hoped if the defendant expressed 
his contrition, and agreed to pay all the expenses 
of the prosecution, the prosecutor would consent to 
withdraw his evidence in support of the minor charge.— 
Mr. Glarkson said the father of the young girl was the 
prosecutor, and a respectable tradesman in the City. 
He (Mr. Clarkson) would take the responsibility on 
himself to accede to the proposal made by Mr. Ballan- 
tine, and stucha course would spare the feelings of 
Miss Hoskins and her friends by avoiding a public 
examination.—Mr. Commissioner Bullock highly ap- 

roved of the arrangement which had taken place, as 
it by no means compromised the ends of justice. —The 
defendant having made the amende honorable, he was 
allowed to depart the court. 


BIGAMY. ; 

At the New Court, on Tuesday, David Sinclar, 
the chief mate of the Maid of Aukland, was indicted 
for having married Jane Wells, he having a wife living 
at the time of the said marriage. The facts of the case 
being fully proved, he was found Guéilty.—The prisoner 
was again charged upon a former conviction, having 
been tried at Liverpool and sentenced to twelve 
months’ imprisonment for a similar offence, and again 
found Guilty.—Sentenced to be transported for seven 
years. 


INTERESTING TO THE LOVERS OF 
VAUXHALL. 

A case of more than ordinary interest to the lovers 
of the “royal property” at Vauxhall was brought 
under the notice of the bench of magistrates presiding 
gt the Surrey Special Sessions, on Saturday last; Mr. 

ohnson, chairman. Messrs. Wardell, Brown, and 
Fowler, stated in the information as lessees of the 
Royal Gardens, ¥auxhall, were summoned for allow- 
ing to be used in the gardens a certain description of 
earthenware jugs, known as ‘‘ brown stout jugs,’ un- 
stamped, and otherwise illegal, by their being con- 
siderably deficient of the quantity they were repre 
sented to contain. They were termed, and used, as 
quarts and pints.—The defendants did not appear, 
but desired the inspector who found the jugs on the 
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premises to state that the proprietors of the royal 
property were perfectly unconscious of having acted 
contrary to law in permitting the jugs to be used in 
the gardens, and that it was rather the desire of the 
lessees to give their patrons a liberal supply of refresh- 
ments for the fixed charges than otherwise. The de- 
ficiency of the pots on being tested was as follows :— 
one quart 4oz. short, another quart 3joz. short, two 
others 8o0z. each, two pints loz. and loz. deficient. 
In all there were 11 jugs seized.—On the chairman 
inquiring what reasonable explanation could the pro- 
prietors give for the measures being greatly deficient, 
the inspector said Mr. Stevens had Jeft with him a 

bill of fare,” to show that quarts and pints were 
unknown at Vauxhall Gardens. There were ‘ jugs 
of stout Is. ;’’ but there was no mention of them as the 
legal measure. The jugs (said the inspector) were pre- 
cisely the same description as those he had seized at 
the booths in the Battersea-fields. He had seized up- 
wards of 560 at that resort, and at Wandsworth the 
magistrate had fined the offenders £5 each.—The chair- 
man (Mr. Johnson) and the other magistrates on the 
bench expressed considerable surprise that such pots 
should have been allowed to be so freely used in so 
respectable a place of entertainment as Vauxhall 
Gardens. The cases were proved against the defend- 
ants, and he should therefore direct a penalty of 5s, to 
be levied in cach instance where a jug had been seized, 
and the costs.—The fine and expenses altogether 


amounted to upwards of £3. The jugs of course were 
condemned. %

EXTRAORDINARY CASE.—LATHAM v. THE 
is HON. GRANTLEY BERKELEY, MP. 

Che plaintiff in this case sought to recover, on be- 
half of his wife, housekeeper at Berkeley-house 
Spring-gardens, the town residence of Earl Fitz- 
hardinge, from the Hon. Grantley Charles Fitz- 
me Berkeley, M.P., the sum of £19. 13s. 10d., 

or money paid, goods sold and delivered, and 
breakfasts and luncheons supplied to the defendant 
between April, 1842, and September, 1844.” Mr 
Dod, on behalf of the plaintiff, said this was an 
action brought by William Latham, on behalf of his 
wife, who is housekeeper at Berkeley-house. Having 
been appointed to that situation by the late Countess of 
Berkeley many years back, she still continues to hold 
the appointment under the present Karl F itzhardinge ; 
and the action is brought against one of the members 
of the family to recover the sum of £19. 13s. 10d. for 
breakfasts, luncheons, wax lights, washing, money 
paid, &c, for him from April, 1842, down to Septem- 
ber, 1844. From the year 1842 to the year 1844 
during which period the present bill wasincurred, the 
Countess of Berkeley was living. On the 8rd of Oc- 
tober, 1844. the countess died, and up to that period 
Mrs. Latham was housekeeper at Berkeley-house. 
During her absence from London she allowed her sons 
and daughters to occupy sleeping-rooms in Berkeley- 
house, the plaintiff, who was on board wages receiv- 
ing strict orders from the countess that they were to 
pay for everything they had, wax lights, the washing 
of the bed-linen, and even for beating the carpets in 
their rooms. ‘The plaintiff did or got all this done 
and the various sons and daughters paid her every 
year for what she did for them, except the aarennene 
He had, however, paid several previous bills, and the 
present was the last. He should call Mrs. Lathem, 
who would distinctly prove all that he had " stated. — 
Mrs. l'rances Latham stated that she had been sixteen 
or seventeen years housekeeper at Berkeley-house 
The Countess of Berkeley died in October, 1844, and 
the amount now claimed were articles supplied to Mr 
Berkeley during her lifetime. Her ladyship paid her 
board wages every three months vee 

: is, and the sons and 
daughters paid for everything they had, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Henry Berkeley. They merely had the 
use of the rooms, and she kept their accounts in sepa- 
rate books, and gave them bills of what she had ex- 
pended for them.—The Judge: How many were there 
occupying rooms in Berkeley-house ?—Mrs. Latham: 
Four ; Lady Mary, the Hon, Grantley, the Hon. 

Mr, Grantley and Mr. Craven 
only came to town during the session of Parliament.— 
By Mr. Dod: The letter produced is in the hand- 
writing of the countess, It is addressed to me, and 
Hp Liat Says, ‘If you ever send carpets to be 
eat, or put me to any expense for my sons, I will dis- 
charge you. —By the Judge: I have settled bills of 
the same nature before with Mr. Grantley Berkeley 
and ne has paid me by check. ‘The last payment was 
ay 1842, in August of that year, From that check 
Ww rich was for £24, a balance remained due to him, 
een I have given him credit in the present bill.
